 SECTION 1.  Arkansas Code Title 25, Chapter 1, Subchapter 1 is amended 21 

to add an additional section to read as follows:   22 

 25-1-118.  Electronic filing of reports.   23 

 (a)  As used in this section: 24 

  (1)  "Entity of the state" means:  25 

   (A)  A state agency;  26 

   (B)  The Governor;  27 

   (C)  The Lieutenant Governor;  28 

   (D)  The Attorney General:  29 

   (E)  The Secretary of State;  30 

   (F)  The Auditor of State;  31 

   (G)  The Treasurer of State;  32 

   (H)  The Commissioner of State Lands;  33 

   (I)  The General Assembly; and   34 

   (J)  A committee or subcommittee of the General Assembly, 35 

including without limitation the Legislative Council; and  36
